Eaterie plan 
for site used 
by 'cottagers’

PLANS for a floating restaurant 
could run aground after concerns 
were raised that it could be moored 
near a haven for ‘cruisers and 
cottagers'. 

Members of the Planning 
Committee at Northampton 
Borough Council will meet next 
Tuesday to discuss the proposal 
from Nagarbhai Patel to set up the 
eaterie on the River Nene. 

The three-storey boat will be 23 
metres long and purpose built as a 
restaurant and will be moored at 
Midsummer Meadow, near Bedford 
Road. 

Northamptonshire Police have 
offered no concerns to the plan but 
have notified the council that the 
area is often frequented by ‘cruisers 


and cottagers’ looking for open-air 
sex. 

Concerns have been raised by the 
Northants Lesbian, Gay and 
Bisexual Alliance who said ‘a com¬ 
mercial activity will harm the open¬ 
ness, the semi-natural character of 
the meadows and the freedom of 
the area.’ 

They also noted that if the ‘post¬ 
dusk social-networking is displaced 
elsewhere this may be an area of 
concern.’ 

Cottaging is illegal in the UK under 
the Sexual Offences Act 2003, apply¬ 
ing to both homosexual and hetero¬ 
sexual activity and if caught, the 
couple could face up to six months 
in prison, and/or a fine. 

Planning Officer Richard Boyt 
said: “It is considered that having a 
sustainable destination along the 
course of the river will encourage 
greater use of the riverside generally 


and assist regeneration of the wider 
area. 

“The Police have no objections to 
the proposal, but note that near to 
the proposed mooring is an area 
frequented for what they term 
‘cruising’. 

“The objections regarding com¬ 
mercial activity in an open area and 
the displacement of current activi¬ 
ties from the Northants Lesbian, 
Gay and Bisexual Alliance are 
understood and noted, but do not 
outweigh the importance and bene¬ 
fit of the improvements to public 
safety that introducing activity to 
this public open space will bring.”

A YOUTH group lobbied their 
county councillor to have the 
pathway to their school relaid. 

The Youth Action Group of stu¬ 
dents from Abbeyfield School 
launched a petition and a 
Facebook group to have the main 
pathway fixed as it often floods 
and can be impossible to use for 
pupils with mobility difficulties. 

Cllr Brendan Glynane, leader of 
the Lib Dem group, agreed to 
provide £2,500 of the £8,000 
required from his Empowering 
Councillors and Communities 
Fund, as long as the county 
council’s transport and highways 
department provided the rest. 

The Empowering Councillors 
and Communities Scheme 
grants £10,000 per year to each of 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s 73 councillors to spend 
within their electoral division. 

The county responded prompt¬ 
ly, assessed the path and agreed 
to provide the funding required. 

Alex Lewis, who has led on the 
scheme for the Youth Action 


group, said: “After finally having 
enough of dreading the walk to 
and from school everyday, I 
decided to try to do something 
about it. With the support of the 
Youth Action Group, a petition 
was formed along with a 
Facebook group, and with every¬ 


one’s effort we have managed to 
find the funds to tarmac the old 
path. This will benefit so many 
students, along with those in our 
community that use the path to 
walk their dogs or even take a 
short cut to the shops.” 

The work will start in May. 


Police hope gates will ease residents’ concerns 


A SET of new alley gates were 
unveiled by police this week in 
an attempt to reduce anti-social 
behaviour in Far Cotton. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee, 
who is also the chair of the Local 
Criminal Justice Board (LCJB), 
launched the scheme on Tuesday 
in Haines Road. Anti-social 
behaviour and juvenile nuisance 
in the alleyways linking Haines 
Road with Southampton Road, 
Euston Road and St Leonard’s 
Road has been recognised as a 
priority by residents. 

It is hoped the new gates will 
significantly reduce crime and 
anti-social behaviour in the area. 

Far Cotton Residents’ 
Association, together with the 
Doing Better For Communities 
group, were granted £10,000 
from the Community Cashback 
initiative to fund 14 gates and to 
pay for support from a team of 


youth workers. The youth work¬ 
ers will target alleys that cannot 
be gated, as they are public rights 
of way, and will be concentrating 
on encouraging young people to 
get involved in youth activities in 
the area. 

Inspector Steve Lingley, sector 
commander for south-west 
Northampton, said: “The alley 
gates scheme reflects the 
strength we have demonstrated 
in partnership with 

Northampton Borough Council 
and the Doing Better For 
Communities initiative. 

“The area has seen a lot of 
investment in terms of the 
Smartwater roll out, enhanced 
police resources and the support 
of Operation Guardian high- 
impact days. 

“But behind this activity, it is 
important not to lose sight of the 
fact that there needs to be action 


towards ensuring longer-term 
benefits for residents. 

“The work on alleyways and 
their gates will give people the 
trust that we take their worries 
seriously, that we do act on those 
concerns and that we are com¬ 
mitted to reducing burglary, rob¬ 
bery and vehicle crime as well as 
related anti-social behaviour.” 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry, portfolio 
holder for community engage¬ 
ment at the borough council, 
said: “The alley gating scheme 
has been helpful in providing 
better protection from burglary 
and anti-social behaviour and 
has acted as a deterrent to fly-tip- 
ping by non-residents. 

“It has been extremely popular 
among the residents of the ter¬ 
raced streets in Far Cotton and 
this enhancement and extension 
of the scheme will, I know, be 
equally welcome.”

The attack left one of the 
men with two broken ribs and 
severe bruising, which left him 
requiring hospital treatment. The 
other man was left with swelling 
to his eye.” 

Detectives would like to 
identify the five men in

Anger over plans 
for new rail-link

A HIGH-SPEED rail-link in 
south Northamptonshire could 
‘destroy hundreds of miles of 
countryside’ to save just 20 min¬ 
utes on a journey to London. 

Andrea Leadsom, Conservative 
Parliamentary candidate for 
South Northamptonshire, has 
expressed her concerns about 
the planned line, which will run 
from Birmingham to London. 

An action group has been 
formed by angry residents who 
will protest the link which will see 
trains between the two cities save 
20 minutes on a journey. 

Andrea said: “This is unfortu¬ 


nately typical of the 
Government’s complete lack of 
understanding of the reality of 
the heartache and damage its 
proposed route has already 
caused. 

“People will potentially be left 
in limbo for months not knowing 
what will happen to the value of 
their homes and businesses. 

“It is very difficult to see any 
justification in the real world for 
making the announcement now. 

“I do not believe that the 
Government’s proposal is right; 
not only is the route destroying 
hundreds of miles of some of the 
most beautiful countryside in 
England, but also a proposed line 
only stretching from London to 


Birmingham costing billions for 
the sake of a 20 minute time sav¬ 
ing is a complete nonsense.” 

Last week, Andrea met with the 
Shadow Transport Secretary, 
Theresa Villiers, to discuss resi¬ 
dents’ concerns. 

Andrea added: “Locally, there is 
a very real personal price at stake 
and we need to have a coordinat¬ 
ed approach to protecting our 
interests. 

“I intend to represent the views 
of the people of South 
Northamptonshire as strongly as 
possible to secure a complete 
rethink of the route for High 
Speed Rail.”

I AM writing in response 
to the front page article of 
the Herald & Post of March 
18, 2010 in which it was 
reported that MP, Brian 
Binley, was complaining 
about the quality of care 
received by someone 
admitted to NGH after 
suffering a stroke in 
February 2009. 

It appears to me that Mr 
Binley is raking cold ashes. 

My mother was admitted 
to NGH on February 6, 
2010 after suffering a 
stroke. At all times the 
attention and care 
received from the medical 
and nursing staff, care 
assistants and the rehabil¬ 
itation team of physio¬ 
therapists, occupational 


therapists and speech 
therapists was excellent. 
This level of attention has 
continued after the dis¬ 
charge of my mother from 
the Stroke Unit with fre¬ 
quent visits by the 
Intermediate Care Team 
specialists. 

Inevitably patients’ 
experiences and circum¬ 
stances will differ and no 
two will be the same but 
Mr Binley should examine 
a larger number of cases 
before levelling a general 
criticism about the treat¬ 
ment of stroke patients at 
NGH, particularly when 
his evidence is six to 12- 
months-old.

MP calls for town 
centre referendum

MP Brian Binley has challenged 
Northampton Borough Council 
to hold a referendum following 
last week's fuelled debate on the 
future of the town centre. 

A list of questions have been 
sent to Cllr Richard Church, his 
opponent in the debate, as well 
as questions for the public, gaug¬ 
ing their opinion. 

The questions are: 

■ Is the Legal and General deal 
good for the town? 

■ Should Legal & General and 
the borough council agree to 
publish the agreement for a new 
retail development in the town 
centre? 

■ Should the borough council 
relax its policy, voiced by Cllr 
Church, to the effect that ‘we 
want to safeguard the town cen¬ 
tre from even more out of town 
retail development?’ 

For two hours, Cllr Church, 
cabinet member for regeneration 
and the MP for Northampton 
South, battled it out in front of 
more than 250 people on 
Thursday night in the Great Hall. 

Mr Binley (pictured) argued 
that plans for regenerating the 
Grosvenor Centre were too long 



in the making and showed no 
signs of getting off the ground, 
before challenging Legal and 
General to make public a deal 
signed by the council to develop 
the town centre. 

Brian said: “It is vital that the 
people of Northampton get to 
have their say on this very impor¬ 
tant issue which will affect their 
town for many tens of years to 
come. The details of any agree¬ 


ment only remain secret if both 
parties wish them to be so and I 
would remind the council that 
rumours persist when secrecy 
prevails. 

“There is considerable suspi¬ 
cion about the deal, not least the 
policy of arguing against out-of- 
town development seemingly for 
the sake of it. I want to be assured 
that Legal and General played no 
part in demanding such a policy. 

“This and many other ques¬ 
tions need to be answered by the 
borough council who should 
remember that they are the 
people’s servants and not their 
masters.” 

Cllr Church took much of the 
disgruntled public opinion but 
stood firm, defending the bor¬ 
ough council’s position from 
doubters within their own ranks. 

He said: “When we put together 
the deal with Legal and General, 
not a single councillor asked for 
it to be scrutinised. 

“Councillors have the opportu¬ 
nity to see it whenever they want 
- it is their right. 

“But no-one has. 

“Brian can contact Legal and 
General and go and talk to them 
about the deal I know that Sally 
Keeble [MP for Northampton 
North] has.”

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Butcher’s £5,500 
fine for ‘off’ meat

A BUTCHER has been found 
guilty of selling out-of-date 
meat to customers. 

Julian Hunt, of Hunt’s Butchers 
in Greens Norton, was fined 
£5,500 and found guilty of 
offences relating to poor stan¬ 
dards of cleanliness, failure to 
have systems in place to protect 
food safety and sale of food past 
its use by date. 

Mr Hunt was prosecuted by 
South Northamptonshire 

Council after food safety officers 


found evidence of food hygiene 
breaches during routine inspec¬ 
tions on January 28, 2009 and 
August 17, 2009. 

Officers found evidence of poor 
practices including risk of con¬ 
tamination between raw and 
ready to eat foods, dirty premises 
and out of date food. 

The seriousness of these fail¬ 
ings resulted in formal proceed¬ 
ings and Mr Hunt will incur 
£1,000 legal costs. 

Cllr Mike Hill, cabinet member 
for environment and waste man¬ 
agement, said: “Our Food Safety 
Officers are always happy to 


advise businesses and work 
proactively with them to ensure 
compliance with the law. 

“I hope that this case sends a 
clear message that the council 
will take action against those 
businesses that are prepared to 
put our residents at risk. 

“The council’s Health 
Protection Team works hard on 
behalf of our community, to 
carry out inspections at all food 
premises so that the public can 
be assured that the food they buy 
and consume in our district is 
prepared safely and hygienical-

Bike 
stays 
on the 
beat

CRIMINALS looking to get away have 
had their chances of escape cut thanks 
to funding given to save an off-road 
motorbike. 

The Safer Stronger Northampton 
Partnership (SSNP) is providing fund¬ 
ing to help Northamptonshire Police 
keep a quad bike on the road in Far 
Cotton after funding from police was 
withdrawn. 

The SSNP has agreed to fund a bike to 
be used by the Delapre and Far Cotton 
Safer Community Team, specifically to 
patrol Far Cotton. 

Motorcycle nuisance is often chosen 
as a priority by Far Cotton residents and 
the police off-roader should help to 
tackle the issue. 

Julie Seddon, chair of the Safer 
Stronger Northampton Partnership 
said: “The off-road bike is not only use¬ 
ful in dealing with crime and anti-social 
behaviour, it has always been popular 
with local people. Knowing that this 
bike is out and about will help to boost 
confidence in the local community. 

“We understand that people value 
seeing an officer on an off-road bike in 
this area and the Safer Stronger 
Northampton Partnership has been 
pleased to be able to support the Police 
in this way.” 

The police undertake consultation 
with local communities each year and 
feedback regularly indicates that deal¬ 
ing with motorcycle nuisance in the 
streets and open spaces should be 
recorded as a high priority. 

Inspector Steve Lingley, the sector 
commander for south-west 
Northampton, said: “In this particular 
area of Northampton, an off-road bike 
is a valuable resource in dealing with 
this particular problem. 

“In the past when bikes have been 
used to deal with nuisance, the feed¬ 
back from the community has always 
been extremely positive.

Cllr Andrew Grant, cabinet 
member for children and young 
people, said: “We understand the 
frustration felt by families when 
they struggled to access our 
online systems and had to wait 
till they received their letters the 
following day. 

“We recognise that we let 
people down and we want to 
make sure that doesn’t happen 
again. 

“We’ve taken steps to ensure 
that everyone will find out their 
allocation on the Wednesday 
whether by post or online.” 

Nearly 8,000 applications for 
primary school places were 
received by the council for 
children due to start school in 
September 2010.

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From hippy 
to Narrator 


WHEN an audience is laugh¬ 
ing and having a good time 
this for Nigel Planer is his 
reward.

TONIO Liuzzi believes Force India still have some way to go 
before they catch Formula One’s so-called ‘big four’ after a sec¬ 
ond consecutive points finish in Melbourne on Sunday 

It is a quick turnaround for the Silverstone-based outfit as they 
head to Sepang for this weekend’s Malaysian Grand Prix and the 
Italian has the Renault team in his sights. 

He said: “Unfortunately to match Red Bull, Ferrari, Mercedes 
and McLaren’s speed is difficult for us, but the team is working 
really hard. 

“For us the main competitor at the beginning seemed to be 
Renault, but now they’ve made a big step forward. I think it will 
be our main target to try to catch them in Malaysia and to beat 
them in the championship. 

“It won’t be easy because they are a great team and they will 
develop. But we are working hard back at Silverstone, and work¬ 
ing well.” 

Liuzzi was again delighted after finishing seventh to claim 
more points and hailed the Australian Grand Prix as a ‘perfect 
weekend’. 

He said: “It was another great race and another great result for 
the team. It’s a confirmation of the pace we showed in Bahrain 
and the work the team did over the winter. 

“We worked hard all weekend for this seventh place and it’s a 
brilliant result at the end of what was a crazy race.” 

The 28-year-old is also keen to make an impression after being 
given the chance to compete in his first full season since 2007. 

“I’m obviously really happy as it confirms what I said from the 
beginning of the year, that I am back and I am ready for big 
results as long as the car stays together and gives me the possi¬ 
bility,” he said. 

“I had a really strong race when I came back in Monza last 
year, and we are scoring points now. I just want to give back as 
much as I can to the team because they believed in me.”

New signing Middlebrook 
finished with bowling figures of 3-118 from 35 
overs after the MCC were asked to field first 
and Durham racked up 459-9 declared. 

Sales made just four on his return to first 
class cricket before being trapped LBW by 
Steve Harmison as the MCC made 162 all out 
in their first innings reply. 

Further experimentation with the pink ball 
will continue in England this season as the 
second XI’s of the 18 first class counties play 
in a trial tournament later this year. 

The knock-out competition will be a one-day 
40 overs per side contest, but with each team 
playing two 20 over innings rather than having 
them all in one block. 

Northamptonshire’s second string will take 
on their Leicestershire counterparts in the last 
16, with the winners facing either Surrey or 
Middlesex in the quarter finals. The dates for 
the tournament have yet to be confirmed.
